According 
to the same jasper the Metropolitan 
Police Cdmmisfflon^ had "^at least 
L0(X) of ihe Force’s total strength 
of 17,000 at his immediate disposal” 
But it w'as obvioos ev^ to the least 
expert observer that there were 
man y more than that. (More than 
an hour before the Square meeting 
started hundreds of police had beeii 
disgoT]^ by coaches and vans, ^d 
by three o^dock tbey^ were lining 
Whitehall, Parliament Square and 
still further, past the House of 
Lords. Indeed, the Observer which 
had only seen I^i^^l-downers, saw 
**2,000 of them lining W'hitehall, 
biodips its opefiipg Imo Parlia¬ 
ment Square and crowding in the 
courts and side streets off the route” 
and a further I^000 were on call. 

T^erc were two halts along White- 
hiJI, the first of short duration, and 
we have heard no explanation for it. 
The second, it w'as atmoimced, would 
last 10 minuces. Senior police offi- 
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cials, ii appears approached the 
leaders of ihe march vviUi the offer 
of a compromise. Oae paper 
reponed That it coasisted^n allow¬ 
ing a symbolic sit-down on the pave¬ 
ment in Parliameni Square of 50 
marchers. The Observers version 
w^as chat 'If the ntarchers promised 
not to sit in the road—to keep to the 
central garden of the square—to 
keep off the grass, they might pro¬ 
ceed”. According to Michael Ran¬ 
dle, secretary of the Contmittee of 
100, the police offer was to allow 
jiiarcbers to proceed in batches of 
50 to occupy the pavements round 
the garden in Parliament Square. 

The offer w'as refused, and the 
leaders were informed that they 
w^ouJd be prevented from proceed¬ 
ing fimher* By then the ranks of 
the marchers had been closed and 
flanked on both sides by policemen 
standing shoulder to shoulder. We 
were trapped, encircled by' a chain 
w'hich could not be broken except 
hy vioknee, and because the Com- 
minee of 100 is pledged to a cam¬ 
paign of Qon-\'ioient protest the only 
answer was to sit down in the road¬ 
way. Within a few minutes every¬ 
one was nncomforubly seated (it 
was a mistake when the march was 
halted, for the demohstrators to 
bunch up together as cicely as they 
did. For apart from the discomfon 
when sitting, the task of the police 
w^hen they came to pick up the sit¬ 
ters was made easier since it was 
difficult to “go limp” in the uncom¬ 
fortable sitdbg up position every¬ 


body hiid 10 adopt because of ihe 
lack of leg room). A police car then 
moved along the line of sillers warn¬ 
ing ihem that they were committing 
an offence, and shortly afterwards, 
since the only reaction to the warn¬ 
ing was a wave of cheering, the vans 
and coaches moved in lo load up 
their cargo of human protest. Start¬ 
ing at the extremiUes of the column, 
the police first removed ihe Coin- 
Piiuec leaders: ffiey then look sam¬ 
ple loads at various spots along the 
column. As our fellow-protesters 
w'ere driven off they were given a 
loud cheer from the roadway as well 
as from spectators on tlie pavement 
on the other side of the road. This 
went on fpr nearly one and a half 
hours; then one saw two empty 
coaches arrive presumably to load 
up more law-breakers. But they 
didn’t. What happened then, accor¬ 
ding to the News of the World, was 
that 

Dozens of policti movc^d amon^ ihe 
remaining squaiiers laking names and 
addresses and warning them that if they 
stayed seated they would be arrested. 
Most of them moved on to the pavement 
to avoid deieniion. 

This is a naked liel The police 
may have taken names and given 
warnings, though this did not hap¬ 
pen in the vicinity of the writer* 
What did happen instead, was that 
the police, starting from the Trafal¬ 
gar Square end. began to pick up 
the sitters and carry or drag them 
to the paventeni and dump them 
ihere. At one stage in the operation 



a certain amount of rou|h handling 
took place, with the police actually 
throwing their limp human bundles 
onto people who had already been 
dumped on the pavement. One 
demonstrator, who turned out Lo be 
a J ustice of the Peace, rose to ask an 
Inspector for his name (since the 
Itierarchy of the Force do not wear 
their badge of slavery on their 
shoulders as does, for instance P-C. 
G,434 who many of us thought was 
throwing people about with a lUtle 
too much gusto). The Inspector 
simply refused to give it and walked 
off. So far from being intimidated 
by the 800 arrests and by threats of 
further arrests, no one left the road¬ 
way on his feet. Every^one had to 
be removed by the police. Once on 
the pavement the police cordon 
sanitaire was reformed, shoulder to 
shoulder they were, and we were 
ihen informed that w^e were at lib¬ 
erty to stay until the end of the 
demonstration, that we were mi 
under urresi, and that anyone who 
w ished to could leave. So far as w'e 
could see no-one vacated his or her 
piece of pavement, apan from one 
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The real revolntion in Cuba is yet 
to come. It w'iil be the social revo¬ 
lution against both Fidel Castro's 
totaliiariatiism and American im¬ 
perialism* Both these pernicious 
forces must be overthrown. The 
Libertarian League calls upon ail 
independent radicals lo demand that 
the Cuban people be allow^ed lo 
make their own revolution, free 
from outside interference from 
Cither side. 

We honour all freedom fighters 
who stand for greater libeny and 
social justice and not for turning the 
hands of the dock back. They must

Th- Cuban rcvoluuon has been 
beuayed by Castro, li will lie 
doubly betrayed by U.S. inier- 
fereace. Cuba must not become a 
Korea or a Laos. Neither ilie 
Ajnerkan State Department nor the 
Soviet Union have any right to in¬ 
tervene in the Cuban revolution. 
Castro's jnisiake was ihai in reaction 
u> American pressure he took Cuba 
into the soviet orbit and introduced 
StaluusL foims and methods detri¬ 
mental lo liberty.

Let the Cuban people understand 
Castro and deal with him. Let 
Cuba if necessary stand a while 
longer as an example to the rest of 
Latin America of what a loiaUtarian 
regime is like. In good time the 
Cubans themselves will see througit 
it and will overthrow^ it themselves. 
This issue cannoi be forced without 
opening the door either to a long and 
bloody civil war or to a revival of 
the North American imperialist ex- 
ploiiaiion which has already been 
repudiated. 

To Latin Americaiis of all social 
classes. U.S. imperialism Is the 
hereditary enemy. They have had 
very little experience wuih Stalinist 
iniperialism and its methods. Cas¬ 
tro's defiance of U.S* imperialism 
struck a responsive chord. Many 
non-Stalinists have been carried away - 
by enthusiasm for a “social revoiu- 
lioir 00 their doorstep. 

Some of the changes initiated after 
the fall of Batista have appeared to 
benelit the common man. The North 
American sugar interests were push¬ 
ed aside and munv lone-overdue 


social reforms were inaugurated. 
Most of those who are now fighting 
Castro were panlcipants in these 
social changes. 

But, as happened in Russia over 
40 years ago, the genuine social 
revolution has been usurped by the 
statist counter-revolution of the 
toialitarian "communisis”. The 
revolution of the people, became a 
revolution of the State which re¬ 
placed private capitalism by state 
capitalism, 

Batista was overthrown by a com- 
binaiion of forces and circumstances. 
It was not the work of Fidel Castro 
personally. StudeiUs, workers and 
iniellectuals had died by the thou¬ 
sands in the struggle, Batista had 
been weakeued and his am^y was 
pruciically useless. Even so it is 
doubtful if victory could have been 
assured without the material aid of 
the Belancoun Govenimeni of Vene- 
2uela, and the last minute withdrawal 
of the U.S, props under the tyninny. 

In the 28 ntoiiihs since the o\'er- 
ihrow of the tymnt Baiisia the 
Cuban state has developed along 
definite totalitarian lines. Most in¬ 
dustries and the major secior^i of 
Cuban agrieulture have been nation¬ 
alised under rigid state control. The 
unions have b^n converted into a 
serxile “labour from" of the State. 
The autonomy of the University has

ur two hopeless attempts to get 
through the i^lice cordon to the 
roadway. At 5,45 p.m. the denum- 
sirauirs made their way back to 
Trafalgar Square through a funnel 
of policemen, and there they dis¬ 
persed. These arc the facts of the 
demonstration last Saturday. 


let us examine, what at the 
outset we called the 'Successes”. 
Fin'll, the police "success’’. Un¬ 
doubtedly the police high-ups and 
the Home Secretary. Mr. Butler, in 
the light of Ihe magnitude and 
homogeneity of the February ISih 
sit-down viewed the second denvon- 
siration, with some apprehension. 
Obviously it was not a traffic prob¬ 
lem that was worrying them. After 
all even.' tinic the Oucen travels 
from the Palace to Euston Siaiion 
the flow of London traffic is far more 
affected than it w^ould have been had 
Pariiameni Square been “occupied" 
by the demonstrators on a Saturday 
afternoon. It is also clear that the 
Home Secretary did not fear that we 
w'erc on the threshold of the social 
revolution. Bui Authority, whether 
ii calls itself Tory or socialist, can¬ 
not allow' its authority to be flouted 
and challenged by the people, for the 
very- simple reason that to defend 
it, it relies on. say, one r^r ccm. 
force and 9^ per cent* acquiescence, 
apathy or bluff (which includes fear 
of the consequences arising from 
flouting the law). The strength of 
demonstrations, such as those or- 
gamsed by the Committee of iOO, 
lies less in the mass support they 
receive than in the willingness and 
ability of those engaged in them, to 
pursue their objectives in spite of 
the sanctions of tfie law. That high 
police officials should have, last 
Saturday, shown w ilfingncss to reach

A nd let's fac« another unpica^nt fact. 

World War HI, if there is a World 
War III* will ^ ® nndear war, whatever 

u arranged in advance. 

Even if the statesmen of the V^'orld 
diii decide 10 agree on some control sjs- 
icm, and even if it w'as foolproof, and 
even it all the extsting stock piles oi 
nticietr weapons and factories for making 
nuclear weapons were desifo>cd. the 
knowledge of hs^w lo make bombs wtjyld 
sull be there. Once a war started, the 
redevelopment of atomic hombs would 
Sian, W*iihin a year, both sides would 
have a small supply at least, of nuclear 
weapons ready for use. 

Wlicihcf the emerging, supply of 
weapons would include hydrogen bombs 
is, of course, a diflerent question. Side 
by side with the dcvciopmcni of bigger 
and better bombs, there has been the de¬ 
velopment of controlled alomis explo¬ 
sions, and tactical nuclear vveapons, 
capable of laying flat a mere nine or sen 
square miles. Some military expert has 
said that these comparatively small bits 
of nastiness will be the weapons of the 
new war. Hydrogen bombs arc all right 
for denraytng a country, but they arc 
too devastating, too generous in their 
destruction, to be of much use in com 
quering a counirv. 

All ri^i. Bui whai about the country 
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that knows it is dercated, that a is only 
a matter of time before the members of 
its government are convicted for war 
crimes and hanged'’ May not such a 
government decide to use the hydrogen 
homh. as the Gernurts used the huzz- 
bombs and V 2 rockets at the end of 
World War 11. as a last act of ven¬ 
geance? 

So if a hydrogen bomb is dropped on 
us, well know we've as good as won. 

We may ask ourselves what the sekn- 
lists, who onginally developed the cyclo* 
iron and ‘Nplit the atom", thought they 
were doing. What did Ihey think would 
come of it? Probably not much; Dr. 
Millikan, one of the scientists who 
worked on the original research proiccl. 
said in 1935 ihal while atomic energy' 
was iheoretically feasible, it could not 
possibly be developed for a least two 
hundred and fifty-years. But if any of 
them dfVi have a vision of a future w-orld. 
equipped with atomic power, can w^e 
suppose that he thought rn terms of 
bombs? 

Wilbur and Orville Wright, when they 
developed the aeroplane, described how 
it could be used eventually for carrying 
mail, and for rushing doctors to the bed¬ 
sides of paticfils. The thought of drop¬ 
ping bombs on civilians never occurred 
to them. 

Now there arc starry-eyed scientists 
busy gelling lo the moon. Some of 
them w'ant to yet to it just because it's 
there. Some of them see in tt the first 
stage of a visionary adventure, scliling 
the surplus population of eanh on other 
planets. But the statesmen of the world, 
and the miliary experts of the world, 
who arc actually paying for space re¬ 
search out of the taxes they take from 


ordinary people, have a more practical 
ohjcci in mind. 

They say: “The government ihai con. 
irols the moon ctmirols the earth.'* 
Project Mohole. the experiment to dig 
through the earth^s crust to find out what 
is underneath, seems a particularly in- 
nocuous bit of research. But when the 
statesmen get hold of if, I hey 11 probably 
turn it into a method of blowing the 
planet itself to smilhereens.

What hope is there? 

Mr. Thomson, in his Sunday Te!e- 
graph letter, thinks the hope lies in the 
new American President, He says: 

AH the energies of those who desire 
peace should be devoted to educating 
public opinion in favour of the sur¬ 
render of sovereignty to a World 
Auihorriy implicit in comroHed dis¬ 
armament. 

But the people w^ho have to surrender 
their sovereignty arc the governments, 
the statesmen, the power-manjacs. Public 
opinion, the vast majority of ordinary 
people, have already surrendered iheir 
sovereignty by acknowledging themselves 
to be citizens, by accepting the constrtu- 
lion, by agreeing that they have certain 
duties towards the state. 

There h hope in muitiiateralbm. The 
governments may decide, one way or 
another, to surrender part of their power. 
They've had 274 meetings already at 
Geneva, and decided absolutely nothing. 
Bui there is still hope. 

There i$ hope too. in unilaterilism. 
Some very able politicians are convinced 
unilateralists, and they may take over 
the state, and still remain convinced uni¬ 
lateralists. The Britain-Must-Give-A- 
Lead crowd, of course, think this would 


shame the American! and Russian states¬ 
men mlo givmg up tht^lr nuclear annf^^ 
an even less likely proposition. Bui 
there is hope, of a kind, 

.And there is hope, of course, in the 
deterrent effect of the bomb iivclf. Wc 
know' that no statesman, and no mililar- 
isL has ever worried about killing mil* 
lions of people in an enemy country, or 
surrendering the lives of as many of his 
own subjects as necessary' for winning a 
war. We know that the humanitarian 
American government was unmoved by 
this bezeesus about *'your children and 
your chrldren's children" when it came 
to dropping atom bombs on Japan. But 
now there is a new factor. The states¬ 
man who starts the next great war 
annihilates himself. If only statesmen 
were sane people this w>ould be the 
greatest hope of the lot. 

Unfortunately, it looks as if idealism, 
and national prestige, and moral whatsa- 
name, are more important to statesmen 
than life itself- But while weTe grasp¬ 
ing at straws like multilateralism and 
□nilaierialisni. we might as well mention 
the hope of deterrence loo. 

Lastly, there is the hope implidl in 
the spirit of the march itself, a piece of 
mass emotion crying out: “We don't 
want to die," 

Here arc a crowd of people, respon¬ 
sible citizens for the most part, or kids 
on the w'ay to becoming responsible 
citizens, who yet have enough sense lo 
see thai citizenship is not enough. A 
crowd of ordinary people who refuse to 
be content with a society which cannot 
gratify even Jhe simple* sane emotional 
feelings of ordinary people such as: “We 
don't want to die.'* 

Perhaps most of the marchers don't 
realize it. hut opposition to the hydrogen 
bomb involves/''ppositton to the state as 
well: not merely opposition to a particu¬ 
lar eovernrneni which insists on having 
hydroeen bombSj but opposition to the 
state itself as an institution. It is in¬ 
evitable in the nature of statesmen, that 
thev will go to extreme lengths to de¬ 
fend the power they have wrorked so 
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aiicmpied invasion of Cuba 
blazed into the headlines for a short 
few days before being displaced by the 
Algerian crisis, during Freedom's week's 
absence, but despite this no-one else has 
ventured lo comment on the situation 
from the point of view of the people of 
Cuba, Jn fact the chief point being dis- 
evussed was the tactical wisdom and 
ability of the American prcsideni, Mr. 
Kennedy, and the extent to which the 
Russian governmeni would be able to 
exploit the sit ualion for its own purposes. 

What has been dcmonslratcd by the 
siaiemcnis of American politicians during 
the last fortnight is that when it comes 
to blatant lying and hypocrisy they are 
no less advanced than their opposite 
numbers anywhere else. One da> the 
President and his advisers were denying 
any knowledge of the attempted invasion, 
and then day by day the facts were 
wrung out that in fact the American 
secret service was in it up lo the hilt. 
Although a valiant ciTort was made in 
the liberal press to suggest that Kennedy 
just didn't know what his right-hand men 
were doing {despite the fact that prepara- 
ijotis for the invasion of Cuba have been 
widel) reported in the press!, he dis¬ 
pelled that illusion by his own speeches, 
annoancing ihat the American people 
would support tny band of rebels who 
were fighting for freedom I

ed during their two years of freedom 
from tyranny, and that if Krushchev or 
Kerined)^ gained control of a government 
in Cuba, there would be no political 
means of repelling them. 

The only way in which the Cubans 
will be able to defend and extend their 
revolution will be if they can keep 
power in their own hands, on the eol- 
icetives. in the militias and in the streets. 
They will have to be sufficiently clear¬ 
sighted to defend the revolutton and not 
the government of Castro, and to fight 
lor individual freedonr against the en¬ 
croachments of authoritarian methods 
without throwing in their lot with sym¬ 
pathisers of capitalism. 


It is unfortunately understandable that 
under the threat of outside intervention, 
the people are usually more ready to 
surrender their freedom to a dictator, 
and it is depressing to see for instance in 
the response to Thomas’s newly-publish¬ 
ed history of the Spanish War, that the 
policy of liquidaimg a revoluiion in the 
interests of anti-fascist unity is still the 
accepted line from one end of the social¬ 
ist spectrum to the other. Politicians 
need to stand together, but in Cuba, just 
as in Spain, the people can only gain 
in strength and unity by rejecting politi¬ 
cal leaders both in their own land and 
from the power blocs. 

Alt we can do in England is to reject 
support for any of the groups which are 
seeking to achieve a monopoly of power 
in Cuba, hut at the same time to avoid 
a pessimistic fence-sitting attitude, and 
to remember that the creative forces 
loosed by the ami-Batista movement in 
Cuba have the strength within ihemseives 
to preserve their revolution if they only 
keep their independence, P.K

The Eichmanti trial is a mthw depress* 
ing example of rcvungc. Nothing that 
can be done to BichmuEm could equal 
the lulFering he caused, so lhal evcri as 
revenge it iv futile. Hts death wtJI not 
bring back, lo life Lhe miJUoni he killed, 
Hts retease. lo go free wherever ho 
wsihe*. would bo a niagnaniniMus gesture 
which would do Israel immense crediL 
and would be the truest victory over 
everything for which Eichntann stands. 

It' however vve are to siart putting 
people in the dock, n dubiously anarchist 
pnrceeding, for crimes again id humanity, 
there ^vill he no end to it. 

Eichmann may have heen rcspoiuibk, 
direetly responsfble. for more deaths 
than is common mfiong members of 
ruling classes. But he bad exceptionat 
opporiuniiics. Yet one must ask. "ts 
ji ntoro atrocious (o kill six mitJton than 
six hundred^ or even six? Wc can’t base 
morality on numbers surely?” 

If mass‘murder is lo become a penal 
oilcnce then what of the military com- 
mander^ ot the last two world wars (and 
the other minor ones), who threw w-hoJe 
divisions rnfo bailies, fully realising ihat 
they would be decimated, hut consider¬ 
ing the sacfifke necessary to victory? Is 
not this genocide?

been wiped out. Freedom of the 
press and commumcation in geneniJ. 
freedom of association and assembly 
have all virtually ceased to exist. 
The icniucles of the totalitarian State 
have penetrated into every aspect of 
Cuban life. 

The only legal political party in 
Cuba today is the Popular Socialist 
Party fSialinist), Anti-communism 
\s equated by Castro with counter¬ 
revolution. The 2frth of July ino^e- 
mem hits in essence dissolved, kav- 
liig Fidel Castro and a few of his 
in tint ales as col la bora tors of the 
Uiahnist organisation. The latter 
has a stranglehold on the national 
and provincial committees of all the 
labour unions, all of which u con¬ 
trols. But this is a simple formality 
anyway since the Minister of Labour 
can remove union committees and 
funciionaries at will. The Minisier 
of Labour, Augusto Martinez San¬ 
chez is an old Stalinist militant ac¬ 
cording to our Cuban comrades, 

Stalinism succeeded in imposing 
a much more repressive and tighter 
dkialorship than BaiisiaN ever was. 
The musses arc controlled by a com¬ 
bi nation of demagogy and lem^r. 
They have thus had less (ipju^nuniiy 
to dcvcltjp their struggle. The 
present tight against Casirii called 
lor li^jhtjcul and social actions kud- 
tng up to a general strike, which 
could then perhaps be clinched by 
iiii armed struggle. Hut ihe fKdiiical 
cojiliiion of the oppcksition chose a 
tndiiary sohilioti insteaik This has 
l>ecn uni 111 lunate hut it follows in 
the Lai in-American tradition. It 
l oljow s I lie wime general pal tern a?i 
in the liise of ihe ariu Halisia revolt.

abroad were designed to support the 
anti-dictutorship forces in the island* 
of which they arc but a reficciion. 

Lovers of freedom throughout the 
world cannot but support the effons 
to oust Castro, however long it may 
take, fn the last analysis, only the 
Cuban p«opk ihenisclves can solve 
the political and social problems of 
their country. This they must do 
against both North American and 
Russian imperialist interests. To 
the extent that the VS. is known to 
aid the opposition forces* the Cuban 
masses will hesitate to support them. 
Wc know, and the Cuban workers 
know that the U,S. State Depart¬ 
ment is incapable of opposing StaJin- 
ist tyranny on the only basis on 
w'hich it can be effectlX'ely fought.

But R.H. is quite wrong m his under¬ 
standing of the means by which anar- 
chios strive towards anarchy - We dc 
not propose the insuiution hrst of an 
anarchist government which will destroy 
itseli, nor do we favour constuuuoiial 
means, if by "conaUtuiionai means' he 
means standing for Parliument, voting at 
elections or otherwise taking part in the 
aliairs of govemmeni. The most glaring 
diUe fence between anafchial and Marxist 
ideologists is, that anarchists work for a 
govern meni-Icss soaety by encouraging 
opposition to government, while Mantixts 
purpon to achieve a government-less 
society by becoming the government and 
suppressing the opposition. 

The short-term objects of anarch Lst 
activity are: to spread discontent with 
government —not jmi this or that govem- 
mcm but the condition of being govern¬ 
ed; to initiate, support and encourage 
organisations based on voluniary co¬ 
operation; lo encourage self-awareness, 
individual respomibiliiy, iniliaiive on the 
pan of ordinary people; lo make aulh' 
orilics weaker and enlarge the scope for 
individual decision in this society. To 
these ends we collaborate with the CND. 
the Rank and File Movement, the tree 
sehooU, the Abortion Law Reform 
Sociey, the Civil Rights Society, and 
other groups who go part of the way 
In our direction as well as making our 
own propaganda. 

The longer-term objects ditfer some¬ 
what from one anarchist to another. 
Some seek to establish, within the present 
society, volunury organizations of self- 
conscious individuals strong enough to 
Lake over the economy, and bring about 
the downfall of government by a sud¬ 
den mass withdrawal of conseni. Others 
think tliat a government is stronger or 
weaker according to the degree of con¬ 
sent it enjoys, and hope for the step-by- 
step destruction of government by the 
withdrawal of sup|H>rt whenever and 
wherever possible. Others again hold 
that anarchy is a myth, that the struggle 
Snween authoriUrian and libertarian

On the quesuon oi whether there oic 
C:^ristian anarehuis. Well, there ore 
people who call themselves Caihohe 
anarchi-rv. who reject ail authority but 
that of God. and acknowledge Papal 
Infallibility. The unbelieving anamhut 
would argue that if the Catholics let 
God comnund them through a nun, 
then Since GoJ doev not exist they arc 
obeying the nun. But if we argue this 
way, We must also allow that anyone 
w ho obe>^ Lite commands of God rrona- 
muted ihfotdgk o >n7L imo/f, inKurJ 
v c^Ve IS making ius own decisiom When 
a Quaker speaks of conscience, and a 
conscious egoist speaks of self-will, they 
mean the some thing: a power ot de¬ 
cision within the individual. And whether 
this power is merely an attribute of the 
individual or has a separate existence is 
another academic point, another mailer 
o: opinion which need not effect behav¬ 
iour or attitude. Anyone who would 
permit no other coercion is an anarchisL 

Lastly (and for a change leasdy) is it 
theorcticaily possible for a "hiul stage" 
anarchy to co-exist with slates govern¬ 
ed under present-day ideologies and 
methods? lliis is another question of 
opinion, but R.H. may tmd something 
useful to his inquiry if I state my own 
i:^iniom 

The simple answer U Yes. There are 
ai present communities whose way of 
life is entirdy dilferent from that of the 
states which claim them as subjects, who 
do not recogni^ the state's authority or 
submit to it. Man> of them ore merely 
remote, living independently only until 
the state reaches tbeni; but there are 
others who come into frequent contact 
with citizens of the state, and gain what 
they can from ibis contaa. without sur¬ 
rendering their way of lild Some like 
the European Romany continually run 
and hide from the state; more seliled 
peoples like the Friesians in Holland and 
the Seminole of Florida (whose leaders 
signed the most recent of severaJ ninal** 
peace treaties with the United States in 
1939) will wage a non-stop civil disobed¬ 
ience campaign or guerrilla wttr against 
any invader of their leniiory. After a
